There is also another W’ashington, the one that 
pi'oves that the more things change, the more 
they remain the same while administrations legu- 


larly come and go. 
Key political figures of the national and inter­ 
national scene, irrespective of political persuasion, 
will continue to be the lions of Washington parties 
as they have been for 190 years. People who shape 
policy will continue to make the social news as 
they do the political news. As in the past, much 
of the party going will center around benefits and 
causes and around big-business shindigs. 
The established Washington hostesses, who like 
to entertain and have the money to do so, will 
continue to give parties at which they receive both 
Democrats and Republicans with equal convivi­ 
ality.
